though I do not know whetuer there is 
a law which will govern in this specific 
instance. 
"1 refer to tho wooden sheds •which 


are built upon the rear portion of city 
lots, and which usually about the al- 
leys. These sheds 
and outhouses of 


whkh there are thousands in this city, 
are not seen as a rule except from our 
buck windows. In many instances they 
are neglected, are delapldated and sad- 
ly iu need of repair. They are usually 
tilled with rubbish, ofttimes the 
ac- 


cumulation of years. It is unquestion- 
able that a great many are Insanitary 
and are a menace to the health of the 
neighborhood. 
The fire records show 


that n great many incipient liros have 
their origin in these sheds. From my 
rear window the other day I observed 
several carloads of filthy rubbish taken 
from a single shed, and this iu a good 
quarter of town, too. 
The condition 


in some sections can easily be left to 
the imagination. 
I think 
that 
this 


class of owners and tenants should be 
severely dealt with In the police court. 


"Another class of buildings 
which 


are not seen from the street and house 
fronts Is the alley stable. Being Inter- 
ested in this matter 1 made a tour re- 
cently t humph a number of alleys in 
my neighborhood lor the express pur- 
pose ot observing 
the 
condition of 


these nuisances I confess my surprise 
;u the results. Although some of the 
stables occupied by 
prnnte 
parties 


were in 
e-uclient 
condition 
others 


were the opposite. 
I then visited 
a 


downtown section of the city, where 
prhiue conve.% anees are not kept, but 
where the alley stables are used for all 
purposes, from night-liners to busi- 
ness trui ks. In a large percentage of 
cases It is a matter of regret that the 
authoiity does not exist tor the razing 
of these nulsanics 10 the ground forth- 
« ith. 


"In some cities, and I know it to be 


the c;\»e in New York, the ordinances 
go\erning stables are very strict, and 
should inncssailly be so in 
thickly 


popul.i'ed seuions The fact that thcra 
I? a gi'\u deal of interior open sp.un 
in our squares is perhaps in favor of 
the general health of our c l t > , but it 
la nowise .iffeits the affirm ui\ e of the 
question that our alley stables should 
be more carefully looked utter than at 
present. 


"Being interested in the civic

provement movement

found 


from praitiial experience that the only 
really ofttMive manner of abating sin h 
nuisances as 1 refer to is a summons 
to and a fine in the police court. One 
way to assist In this movemunt It to 
appeal or rather to make complaint to 
Mie i»oliee.

'lers of the depaitment willing to 10- 
9perate w i t h us. and I trust that citi- 
zens likewise Inteies-ted will bear this 
tact in mind. A complaint followed by 
a wartime; sometimes accomplishes the 
desired result, but it is the imposition 
of a fine, even though small, which 
icallj does the business in the end."

The supply of gum has been falling 


oft stiudlly ever since paper makers 
began iibing spruce wood for pulp, nnd 
it is only a matter of time when thero 
will Ua none at all. This year tho ex- 
ceptional decrease is due to the in- 
ability of the gatherers to get about 
readily in the woods. 


The sum Is crystallized pitch which 


exud<?s from the seams of the trees 
during tho hot summer months. As th« 
weather cools the pitch forms in crys- 
tals, and this is picked by the gather- 
ers or glimmers after the snow comes. 
As the best gum trees grow on ex- 
posed clltfs find rocky, uneven ground 
the Rammers take advantage of dei'j 
snows and snowshoos to gather (lie- 
supply.

IT WAS A MEMORABLE 


MEETING OF VETERANS 


Ardmore, I, T., July 29. -What is 


declared by Territorial officers to be 
the greatest and most successful re- 
union of Confederate veterans ever 
held in Indian Territory closed a three 
days* meeting here last night, ending 
amid scenes that brought gladness and 
joy to the veterans of the Lost Cause. 
The reunion brought together one of 
the greatest gatherings of ex-soldiers 
that the Territory has ever seen, and 
visitors were more numerous than in 
years. 


The final day was an auspii-ous one 


and, save for a heavy shower, nothing 
interferred in the carrying out of the 
regular program. The chief feature of 
the morning was the cavalry and artil- 
lery parade, 
in which hundreds of 


veterans and local organizations partic- 
ipated. The parade was headed by a 
platoon of police and m the line of 
March were many distinguished citizens 
of the Territory, 
including- Gen. Wil- 


liam Cross of Oklahoma Citv, Com- 
manding General Wilkins of the Okla- 
homa division and Gen. Gait of the 
Indian Territory division. 


Chief Pleasant Porter of the Creek 


Nation, Gen. Brant Kirk of Oklahoma, 
commander of the United Sons of Con- 
federates; D. M. Hailey of McAlester 
and others. Several bands furnished 
music for the occasion. 
The afternoon 


of the reunion was given over to a 
statehood celebration, which was gen- 
eral in its nature. 


Prominent citizens and politicians of 


the Territory were present and oratory 
was a feature. 
Speeches were made 


by Hon. Henry M. Furman, of Ada, W. 
F. Gihner, of Durant, and Chief Pleas- 
ant Porter, of the Creek Nation, 
ex- 


pressing regret that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had seen fit to abolish tribal 
governments. 
Gen. Porter declared 


that the Indians of the Territory must 
prepare themselves for citizenship of 
the new State and take a hand in all 
matters of interest to the country. 
He 


pictured the glorious possibilities and 
capabilities of production of the new 
State and declared that he believed in 
the principles of the Democratic party. 
The various brigades of Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans and Daughters of 
the Confederacy transacted much rou- 
tine business before the reunion closed.

Being Inter- 
ested in this matter I made a tour re- 
cently through a number of alleys in

these nuisances. I confess my surprise 
ut the results.

FACE SPRUCE-GUM FAMINE. 


Open Winter Prevents Vermont Gum- 


xuera from Gathering Usual 


Supply. 


Bennington, Vt.—Vermont Is facing 


a spruce-gum famine, and consequent- 
ly the Vermonter, who takes his gum 
after nioals with as much regularity 
as tho Now York clubman takes hi! 
cocktail before dinner, is sad. 
Al- 


ready tho retail price is two dollara 
n pound for the best grade of crystal 
lump and molded sticks (made iron.' 
boiled pilch) has taken Ha place 
In 


many of tho poorer families. 


The supply of gum has been falling 


off steadily ever since paper makers 
began using spruce wood for pulp, and 
it is only a matter of time when thero 
will ba none at all. This year tho ex- 
ceptional decrease Is due to the in- 
ability of the gatherers to gel about 
readily in the woods. 


The sum Is crystallized pitch which 


exud<?s from the seams of the trees 
during tho hot summer months. As th« 
weather cools the pitch forms in crys- 
tals, and this is picked by the gather- 
ers or Dimmers after the snow comes. 
As the best gum trees grow on ex- 
posed cliffs find rocky, uneven ground 
the Rammers take advantage of dt'i>j 
snows and snowshoos to gather the- 
supply. When there is little snow it is 
impossible to get about In the best 
reaches of fo'-est timber and the, sup- 
ply dwindles. 


Last winter thero was llttlo snow 


until March, f»nd by that time 
the 


season had passed.
